This 
weekly publication is now printing a se- 
ries of articles, signed "A Vagabond in 
New York," 'which purport to give tha 
experiences of an Englishman down on 
his luck in the great metropolis and who 
worked as a waiter and In almost any 
capacity in the lower strata of the great 
city. 


Wain's pictures of Americans and of 


American life are so ludicrously exagger- 
ated in their anti-Americanism that it is 
impossible for a. person of sense and' In- 
telligence to take offense at his state- 
ments. 
But he. tries to draw a. lesson 


from his experiences for Americans and 
English alike. 


The ''Vagabond's" bitterness is that of 


an Englishman. It is characteristic of 
an Englishman not easily to unbend and 
adapt himself to habits foreign to his 
nature-. Therefore Unless he colonizes In 
a. great ma.se of his fellow countrymen 
this characteristic Is to his disadvantage. 
The Englishman does not lose his -clan- 
nlsh'ness as do the Irishman, the Scotch- 
man, the German, the Italian or other 
Europeans When the arrive In America, 


NEW YORK "ABNORMAL."

Growing Strength of Socialists 


Meets With Frown in 


Germany.

BERLIN, Feb. 8.—Prodded into activ-

with the government's abandonment of 
social reform legislation and the alarm- 
ing progress of the Socialists, the Kaiser 
is once more to appear In his old success- 
ful part as the friend of the people and 
Curing his sojourn in Corfu next month 
will, it is said, confer with prominent na- 
tional economists in regard to a second 
part of the social government program 
to follow up the one he launched some 
years ago. 


When at that 
time, 
thh 
growing 


strength of the Socialist party in Ger- 
many appeared to become a danger to 
the empire, and when Bismarck's 
at- 


tempts to crush the democratic tenden- 
cies of the times by exceedingly harsh 
measures utterly failed, the Kaiser, it Is 
said, personally inaugurated a new so- 
cial policy, which proved a far more ef- 
fective meahs against the Socialists than 
the most violent laws of repression, and 
which, was imitated In all the countries 
of .Europe. 
The labor exchanges, the 


employers' liability laws and old age pen- 
sions disarmed the Socialist leaders and 
for 
a 
long time Socialism was at a 


standstill. 
T/he government, however, 


neclected to follow up its successes, the 
Socialists are growing stronger than ever 
and everybody Is complaining that social 
reform legislation has been thrown aside 
for militarism and favoritism to 
the 
.Tunk'ers. 


MIDDLE CLASS COMPLAINS. 


During the recent budget debates a 
number of complaints wers made that 
the government does nothing to help 
along the heavily burdened middle class 
classes, the small dealers ahd the peas- 
ants, and the minister of the interior had 
to admit that the complaints were not 
unfounded. He explained, however, that 
the government by no meahs had given 
up the social reform policy, but th<it a 
temporary halt had been called to studv 
the effects of tho democratic measures 
passed and that in a. very short time the 
government will bring In new measures 
which will astonish the world and once 
mora place Germany at the head of all 
countries. 


Alarmed by the amazing- gains of the 
Socialists in recent elections, the Kaiser 
it Is said is once more-planning to steal 
the thunder of the Socialist'leaders and 
his Intention has been strengthened by 
the success of King Alphonso in Spain 
who, by interesting himself In democirat- 
lo measures, has suddenly become tha 
most popular person 
in 
Spain, 
even 


among Republicans and other extrem- 
ists. 


The government will maU out its so- 


cial program as soon as the Internation- 
al situation in Europe becomes finally 
settled. 


SUSPECT SHARP DEALING, 


All throughout tho BalRan crisis no 


power in Europe has been more suspect- 
ed of sharp dealings than Austria-Hun- 
gary, and the- diplomats of Francis Jo- 
seph's empire are now eagerly endea\ - 
oring to efface the bad refutation they 
have gained during the imbroglio. 


A prominent Austrian statesman who 


has just been visiting Berlin was kind, 
enough to trv to explain his country's 
politics to me on the condition thai I 
keep his name secret. 
"I think the suspicions against 
my 


country," he said, "which have been ex- 
pressed In practically the whole Euro- 
pean press, are absolutely unjust and 
that in time it will be realized that Aus- 
tria has always been a staunch friend 
and champion of peace evert at the tlm» 
when, I admit, appearances were affalnat 
us. 


"In the first place, Austria might easily 
have compromised the 
Balkan 
allies' 


chances of success In the war, had she 
wanted to, but realizing that these small- 
er countries had many ju«t grievances 
agalnsj_ the Porte she remained neutral, 
even In face of very stronf provocation 
on the part of Servla. 


BLAMED FOR MOBILIZING. 


"Later on she was blamed for mo- 


bilizing a great part of her armv. and 
keeping It under arms, but the question 
of Albania's future and 
Hervla/s con- 


tinued occupation of Albanian territory, 
which she knew she would finally havo 
to surrender, were In my Opinion suffi- 
cient reasons to justify Austria's acts. 


i When the normal state of things shall 
j have been restored my country shall be 
i only too happy to demobilize these armies 
j which It has cost many millions to keep 
under arms. 


"No country Is after all more vital!* 
Interested In seeing the Balkan states 
developing Into strong and Independent 
nations tlmnSAustrla, and When she ap-, 
rently tried to thwart the plans of Ser- 
vla It "WRS only because she was con- 
vinced that Albania had th» same claim 
to national existence and. development 
as any of the states which Went to waf 
against Turkey. 


"Austria, is opposed, of course, to Pan- 


Slavism as far as this means a union 
of ,iil ti'uo Sin.* nationalities under the

and perhaps they are. I shall not raise 
the question, thoush I will 
ask any 


American who has ever lived in an English 
house In winter with its old-fatihioned 
heating apparatus and strange arrange- 
ment of rooms to. Judge for himself. En- 
glish politicians, however, are, beyond the 
slightest doubt, practical people, and the 
present political situations inside both 
the great parties bears sufficient testi- 
mony thereof. 


The Unionists, being in opposition and 


longing for office, need votes more than 
anything else, and to got these votes 
they have, like the practical people they 
are, after a short transitory period of 
conscientious qualms, given u!> their cus- 
tomary lofty talk of ideals and piineiples 
and come down to hard practical unvar- 
nished talk. 
Their leaders want tariff, 


reform arid colonial preference, whatever 
that may mean, as much as they ever did, 


I but the voters without whom they can 
never get to the trough of office, did not 
like the Idea of voting for men who, they 
were- told, were going to lay duty on their 
bread, even if they were assured that 
"the foreigner" would pay the tnciease 
in price. So the party leaderi, after a 
fight among themselves, decided to take 
the food tax plank out of their platform, 
at the some time making no secret of 
their mental reservation to put the plank 
back afterwards. 
So much for the Tory party, which, hav- 


ing repaired Its punctures, Is back in the 
race. 
Then there ,1s tho government, consist- 


Ing of leaders who are momentarily at 
least at the trough. These are equally 
practical people, as I am going to show. 
Two things are necessary in politics- 
votes and money. The Liberal party have 
at present a sufficiency of votes behind 
them,.-but one member of the cabinet, 
Chancellor Lloyd-George, 
had 
inaugu- 
rated a policy of land reform, which had 
the fault, although it was a. thorn In the 
side of the plutocratic Tories, it 
was 
equally displeasing to the few rich land- 
owners within the Liberal party, who 
supply the party's sinews of war. "With- 
out money the Liberal party was doomed, 
so its practical leaders dropped land re- 
form like a hot coal, although it has been 
a.n accepted tenet of the liberal creed for 
years that it was the key to the whole 
social problem, or, as Sir Henry Canip- 
bell-Bannerman put it, the Liberal party 
intended to put their money on the peas- 
ant and not on ,the pheasant. Lloyd- 
George's proposed tax on land, applauded 
by Liberal party caucuses galore, wax to 
pave the way to a readjustment of all 
kinds of social evils. It was to abolish 
unemployment, raise wages, do away with 
slums and in every way to be a fore- 
runner of the mlllenium. 


Now this key has been droppea and a 


red herring has been dragged across the 
trail to distract the. voters' attention. 


The English politicians are practcal peo 


pie 'and tlae English—well, perhaps, they 
are no more stupid than the voters of 
most other countries. They are willing to 
vote when asked to do so, and why should 
they be asked to do more? Thinking 
voters are the bane of politicians, and 
the English, politicians are practical peo- 
ple'.English recruiting officers are cursing 
the disloyal tendencies of the times, which 
make their occupation, which used to be 
BO comfortable, a very strenuous one. They 
cannot get the necessary number of re- 
cruits for His Majesty's army and navy. 
Nobody stops to look at the 
beautiful 


posters of fine looking, smiling and wall- 
nourished soldiers In bright crimson and 
scarlet, or Jolly sailors and marines in 
navy blue. Nobody stops to look at tbeso 
beautiful posters except dreaming nurse- 
maids and little boys. And' nursemaids 
and little boys are no good to His British 
Majesty's recruiting officers. Sometimes, 
especially on Sunday mornings, you will 
eeo a crowd of men outside the recruiting 
offices. 
But they are not young men 


anxious to -wear His Majesty's uniform. 
On the contrary, they havo assembled 
there to listen to Socialist orators, damn- 
ing not His Majesty, who is a harmless 
enough person In their eyes, but the 
service on land and sea. 
I went up and had a talk with a sour- 


looking recruiting officer outside an East 
end office the other day and asked him 
how business was. His tongue needed no 
second loosening.

"Nobody knows what we have to con- 


tend with,'1 he sold- "If we get hold' of a 
good lad, either his father Is a Socialist, 
and vows ho would sooner cut his boy's 
legs off than see him Join the service, or, 
if he has a widowed mother, it is ten, to 
one she magnifies the $1.50 he brings 
home each week from the 'blind alley' 
employment and persuades him to stick 
to her.

Wounds. 


BEIiLIN, Feb. 8.— Nothing Inss than a 


bullet through the heart, the head or an 
Important artery is sure to bring- deatli 
in the wars of today. Abdominal wounds, 
Involving even manifold p«n«tratlona of 
tlift intestines, show a surprising percent- 
age of recovery, and little Is to be feared 
from thoriulc- wounds that do not mol'est 
In? arteries or the heart. \Vhat used to 
be known as gangrene, has virtually dis- 
appeared, and, only in rare instances does 
pus form at all. When it does it is pri- 
marily due to neglect or to 
unskillful 


handling by surgeons. 


These conclusions are. set forth In an 
article by Prof. Frank Colmers of Co- 
burg, who took charge of the hospitals 
in Sofia at the request of King Ferdinand 
upon the breaking out of the war in the 
Balkan?. 


Two things have brought about 
the. 


improvement over the days when any 
wound of tho limbs mean amputation anj 
penetration of the abdomen was nearly 
always fatal. One is, of course, the great 
advance of septic surgery. The othor is 
the roan, constitution and velocity of the 
modern projectile. 


Except at extremely close range — with- 


in 100 yards, where the bullet of 
the 


armies of today tears a hole bigger than 
a man's hand at the point of exit — tho 
projectile ordinarily bores a neat hole 
through Its victim. Furthermore, 
it 
is 


rendered aseptic by the heat generated 
by its high velocity, and it carries no 
particlas of clothing into tha canal of 
the wound 
The wound is therefore ab- 


solutely germ free, nnd if properly ban- 
daged with sterilized bandages it de- 
velops no pus.

Doctor Colmers, who served in the 


Japanese hospitals during the Russo-Jap- 
anese war, warns 
against 
tamponing 


wounds to check hemorrhage. Wherever 
this course was followed — and a great 
many Bulgarian surgeons followed it — 
infection resulted. 


It is interesting to note that the prop- 


er treatment for gunshot wounds punc- 
turing the intestines appears to be no 
treatment .at all. The most favorable 
recoveries, says Doctor Colmers, were re- 
corded 
in the cases of men who, shot 


through the abdomen, had been missed 
and allowed to lie on the. field for two 
or three days, with nothing to eat and 
without being moved. He recommends 
that arrangements should be made here- 
after to care for these men where they 
He and leave them there until the punc- 
tured Intestines have had a chance to 
start healing naturally. 


A point of especial Interest for Ger- 


many lies In the fact that Ua -war in. the 
"Balkans Is the first tim» the projectiles 
now used In the German army rifle havs 
been used in actual combat. The Turks 
are employing these bullets. They con- 
sist of a steel jacket loaded with lead. 
They vary, however,- -from those used in 
most other armies in that Instead of hav- 
ing an oval nose they are decided- 
ly pointed.

Tho center of gravity of the round- 


nosed piojectile is nearly in the middle, 
but that of the pointed bullet is nearer 
the..base. As a result It has a tendency, 
only overcome by the twist imparted by 
the rifling and Its great velocity, 
to 


change ends In flight, to "keyhole," as it 
is expressed. The instant the nose meets 
resistance this potentiality Is converted 
Into effective action, tho bullet turns In 
the wound's channel, and the result Is 
both a more extensive implication of tis- 
sues and the frequent lodging of the 
bullet in the body, malting later operative 
interference necessary. » 


PROJECTILE BREEDS POISONING. 
Another noteworthy effect Is that the 


bullet, In thus turning, very regularly is 
stripped, the jacket separating explo- 
sively from ths core and minute particles 
of both jacket and lead invading the en- 
tire region of the wound. This naturally 
leads to infection and sepsis. The point- 
ed bullet appears also to penetrate ar- 
teries more often than the round nosed 
projectile, which often pushes them aside 
with little- damage. In all these respects, 
therefore, It may be considered a less 
humane projectile than the other. 


Shrapnel wounds remain tha most dan- 


gerous, 
although fortunately the least 


frequent. 
The 
projectiles rarely have. 


enough velocity to penetrate the body, 
and ther?fore generally remain 
In the 


wound. Moreover, they regularly convoy 
.pieces of clothing or hair into the body. 
and the result is frequently tetanus and 
death.

The bill was prepared 
by Attorney Theodore J. Roche of..-this, 
city, and was introduced In the upper 
j;ouse;rt>y Senator Kehoe or Eureka ami 
in the'1-pwer hbusa by Assemblyman Ryan 
of thls;Aity. These men were selected by 
Attorrie'J Rocha to 'father the bill'be-. 
. cause they are both lawyers.

The widespread 
dissatisfaction -with; 


court procedure In California and tJbe 
criticism that is. heard" everywhere-is-all: 
due to trie, slowness 
in

cases," said Attorney Eoche today. 'The' 
delay In court procedure is not. due to 
'any defects In the judiciary, but to the 
lack of courts. The calendars .of ^the-Su- 
preme Court are so congested .that in 
some instances- it takes years to reach a 
case which has been carried to tho high- 
er court. It Is a'well known fact that 
when .a'case is 'carried "to the, higher, 
courts it senerallr takes from twelve to 
fourteen years to settle it. • Take for in- 
stance a damage suit brought by minor 
children for the death of their father. , 


They got a judgment in the .superkf 


courts and the case is appealed "by the 
defendant corporation to a •higher, .court. 
Before the case is.finally settled the chil- 
dren have grown to' maturity and if the 
Judgment is in their favor they get the 
money after they no longer need it. 
"In other cases, such as "will contests 


or litigation Instituted 
frequently 
by 


people' along in middle life, they are gen- 
erally dead before their cases are set- 
tied. .

"The object In creating extra session 
appellate courts Is so that the Supreme 
Court can transfer whole calendars of 
cases to these extra courts, the cases to 
be heard and disposed of there and the 
congested calendars cleared. 
"This plan would be beneficial to ev- 


erybody concerned, for these extra ses- 
sion courts would entail practically no 
expenses anil would result in securing 
that greatest of desideratums—speedy 
disposal of litigation. 
This amendment 


to the constitution provides that justices 
of the already existing court of appeals 
and- judges of the superior courts whose 
time is not all taken up in their own 
courts can sit in the extra session courts. 


'"These judges are to sit without pay 


and • will merely receive their expenses, 
as 
is the 'rul"e at present in the extra 


sessions superior courts where judges 
from country districts are brought in to 
preside. This plan -would also be greatly 
beneficial to the judges of the superior 
court, as It would place them In closer 
touch with the higher courts and fit them 
to fill vacancies without any unnecessary 
delay when they occur In these courts.

Peru Declares the Conditions 


Reported by Consul Will 


Be Remedied. 


Abuse of Natives Told by Offi- 


cial in Report to 


Congress. 


WASHINGTON, r>. c., Feb. s. — 


The submission to Congress of a 
special report on Anglo-Saxon ex- 
ploitation of South American Indians. 
in the Tiuyuamio -district in Peru, has 
caused to bo made public opinions on 
the same matter submitted by Fred- 
erico Alfonzo Pizet, Peruvian minister 
to the United States. The report in 
question, submitted to Congress, was 
made by American Consul Stuart J. 
Fuller, and that his different steps 
were known to tha Peruivans while 
he was carrying- on his researches is 
declared by the Peruvian minister. 
Already, says the latter; the Peruvian 
government has attempted to remedy 
conditions. 
Little hope for the relief of the 
long-suffering Indians is held out in 
the Fuller report, for the region is 
remote from the sent of Peruvian 
government, and Fuller finds that the 
travesty on justice which exists in the 
rubber section is entirely- in the hands 
of 
the 
rubber company's section 
chief. Tile .Andes form an almost Im- 
passable barrier to the westward of 
the district, while to reach the out- 
side world through the Atlantic ocean, 
river craft' must traverse almost the 
entire 6300 miles of the Amazon. Rail- 
roads are unknown and no highways 
exist worthy of the name. In this far- 
away corner, with no means of appeal 
or redress, the Indians were held at 
the mercy of the company's over- 
seers. 
Several of the overseers are 
declared to have admitted that they 
had put Indians, and 
even white 
laborers, in stocks for minor offenses. 
Many of the Indians whom Fuller saw 
bore scars of floggings and other mal- 
treatment. .

The temptation . to abuse is immi- 
nent and strong, especially since the 
white staff is offered a . bonus for 
vigilance. Mr. Fuller reached the 
conclusion that, considering the re- 
moteness of the- country and the poor: 
quality of the rubber. It is unlikely 
that the enterprise would pay without 
hard treatment of the Indians. Al- 
though large numbers of the Indians 
have been Killed and some "have es- 
caped -Into the South American Jungle, 
the output of rubber has increased. 
With governmental machinery absent, 
Mr. Fuller is of the opinion . that, 
should the' rubber corporation cease 
its activities, ths Indians would fall 
:to no better lot at the. hands of free- 
booting expeditions and slave raiders. 
"'-" Fuller finds that •nrhile'professing not 
to approve cruel atid inhuman treat- 
ment, the i whites generally .regard the 
-.Indian" -as. having^, been created by 
Providence for the use and ijetieflt \>t 
the superior r.ace.v. This attitude of 
the people has found concrete expres- 
sions in the universal system of peori- 
agre, . an old Institution .which Mr. 
Fuller found well established, recogr 
•nlzed,by law and the basis upon which 
the rubber business, almost .entirely 
rests.

As claims -for debt, axe transferable, 
the .person of. the debtor being ^trane- 
ferred 'to the hew creditor, the -Indians 
and their families really are bought 
and sold.

Consul Fuller hopes ultimately for 
mitigation of their- suffering through 
the efforts of President Bllllnghurst 
of Peru. Mr. Fuller ' found the In- 
dians not wild and untamable, but in- 
offensive and childlike. 
It was- the. disclosure made by Sir 
Roger Casement, . British consul-gen- 
eral at Rl Janeiro, who . Investigated 
the eltuatl9n in 1910, that influenced 
the state department ;to' order the 
Investigation made by Consul Fuller. 


IMPORTS MEN. 


Sir Roger found that, among other 
things, the Amazon Company had im- 
ported 200 Barbaades men,' who, upon 
their arrival In the rubber district, 
were armed with .Winchester rifles 
and sent Into tho jungle to capture 
and enslave Indian's dwelling along 
the- upper tributaries 'of the Amazon; 
The British consul -found that In ths 
exercise of this -illegal compulsion, 
the -Indians were murdered, flogged 
and otherwise tortured, the company, 
through its agents, forcing the Bar- 
badoes men actively to participate In 
the atrocities in order to compel the 
helpless natives to scour the forests 
and bring In rubber upon their backs 
from th« remote districts. The Bar- 
bad'oes men in turn complained of 
harsh treatment accorded them by 
agents higher up who deprived them

Why the Hobble SKirt

The San Francisco dressmakers have declared 


against the close-reefed skirt, but the fashion 
bosses of the east are opposed to any enlargement. 
The hobble suits the eastern suit-makers and dress- 
makers, and they give the law to the country in the 
cut of clothes. 


"Why," I asked a dealer in women's gear, "do the 


eastern modistes ^object to making skirts more 
roomy?" 


"Because the present silly custom gives them a 


larger profit. They get just as much for a narrow 
skirt as they do for a full one, and the saving in 
cloth is quite an item in their business. It does not 
count for much out here, because the most of our 
costumes .are brought from the east or imported 
from Europe. That is why the skimpy skirt is 
forced on us. 


"The_balloon skirt is a folly, of course, but the 


tight-barrel skirt is a monstrosity. 
There is no 


grace in its straight lines, and it allows no freedom 
for the limbs. Most women wear skin-tight under- 
clothes nowadays, and for some figures the hobble 
is positively indecent. Our patrons on the Pacific 
Coast have rebelled against them, but the fashion- 
makers of the east persist in making skirts as near 
like a one-legged pair of pants as they can. 


"In consequence women have to walk like they 


were treading on eggshells and are in danger of 


• tripping up every time they step across a gutter; 


they are compelled to puii their skirts above their 
knees in getting on and off street cars. Every day 
women make holy shows of themselves getting in 
and out of automobiles in front of my place. The 
fashion is all right for women who are not ashamed 
to show the passing stranger whether they wear 
garters or suspenders, but it must be a trial to the 
sensibilities of a modest woman. It must be un- 
comfortable for a woman to have her skirts 
stretched a& tight as a drum across her buttocks 
and her stride limited to sixteen or eighteen inches. 
And thp style of dress is as immodest as it is un- 
comfortable. Moreover, it is making women knock- 
Kneed and ungraceful in their walk. 


"Mind you, I don't believe in the wide skirt, only 


in a skirt wide enough to be comfortable and per- 
mit a free play of the limbs—the happy medium 
prescribed by good taste, convenience and self- 
respect. The narrow skirt is a fashion introduced 
by the Paris modistes through the cocottes and 
demi monde. It is unfit for a gentlewoman. It was 
introduced because it compelled women to discard 
all street garments of other styles, and allowed 


suit-makers to get an extra profit out of the cloth 
saved. A yard saved in every suit turned out in a 
year by a suit-maker would be in itself a tidy profit. 
But the women save nothing by going about close- 
reefed and close-hauled. 
Street Railroads and the Fair 


Just now everybody in San Francisco is building 


street railroads—on paper—and financing them with 
hot air—everybody but that learned" Theban Matt 
Sullivan, who imagines tho shingles on the capitol at 
Sacramento rattle every time he is kicked. Matt is 
opposed to building more railroads; he says we havo 
enough already; all we need is more cars. The 
jaunting variety of car, probably, for the railway 
car has not yet been trained to run over cobbles 
where no tracks have been laid. 


A cry has gone up from the managers of the ex- 


position that the big fair is in danger because no 
transit facilities have been provided to handle the 
crowds. The exposition site is hemmed in by a high 
range of hills in the land side and has the bay in 
front. It is not easy of access, and is only reached 
by one direct line from the ferry—the old Presidio 
line, which has a steep hill to climb, and can never 
accommodate a heavy traffic. 


The Polk street line and the Fillmore street line 


—both running cross town—are the only additional 
approaches to the fair grounds. Neither is adapted 
to heavy traffic, and neither touches the business 
and hotel district. They are transfer lines. The 
Fillmore street cars have to descend a steep hill to 
reach the fair grounds. 


The situation is tense because the exposition 


must open its gates in exactly two years. There will 
have to be a lot of railway construction during'the 
next twenty-four months if the exposition is to be 
supplied with adequate transit facilities. 


That is why we are building paper roads with hot 


air capital. Nobody in authority seems to, have the 
courage and resolution to face the situation, and 
point the way out of the difficulty. The United 
Railroads will do nothing because that corporation 
can do nothing as the charter stands. Pat Calhoun 
has at last made the people of San Francisco under- 
stand that he meant what he said when he stated 
that he wanted no more franchises under the con- 
ditions prescribed in our charter. So the decision 
to let Pat do it is overruled by Pat's refusal to do it. 


Calhoun has quit talking about building railroads 


for the exposition and has gone in for land reclama- 
tion on the Sacramento river. But that does not 
solve the transit problem. How are we to get to 
the, fair is still unanswered. Calhoun has gone back 
to New York and Charley Moore, president of the 
exposition company, is yelling his head off. But no- 
body seems to be doing anything. Bion J. Arnold is 
still busy drawing diagrams, and every newspaper 
in the city has a ready-made railroad system which 
is offered as a thing of real cars and tracks, but 
nothing tangible has resulted thus far.

One fatal mistake is 
usually enough to kill an enterprise, but the 'exposi- 
tion shows signs of life despite two fatal mistakes. 
|General de Young says the exposition should have 
*been held in Golden Gate Park under the direction

Modesty will not permit 
him to name "the man who should be filling the place 
Charley Moore is now rattling around in. 


The General"rightly says there would have been1 


no transportation problem to solve had the fair site 
been located in the park. Still there is no daylight 
in this suggestion. But we are having a h—11 of a* 
time, all the same. 
Joaquin Miller and Jim Keene 


Jim Keene is dead, and his passing touched a soft 


spot in many a heart. He was always ready to ad- 
vise or help a Pacific Coaster. 


Years ago when Joaquin Miller was one of the 


lions in New York, and had quite a bunch of money, 
he went to Keene for advice how to make his bunch 
more bunchy by going "into the street." Keene 
said: "Oh, let me handle it for you," and he took 
Joaquin's bunch and put it in with his own, and in 
about a month handed Joaquin a check for .$200,000. 
Joaquin demurred to taking it; he only wanted good 
interest on his money, and never expected such a 
return. But Keene insisted and Miller cashed in the ' 
check to the credit of his bank account. Then he 
began to ponder, and said unto himself: "If Jim 
Keene can do that, so can I," and he went into the 
street- aione, with no guide, phiiosopner or fnend, 
and in a month was broke flat. Well, something 
had to be done, and he did it with the same grim 
determination Mark Twain showed after his bank- 
ruptcy, and soon the poet's exchequer began to fill. 


(Then he went to Washington City, bought his fam- 
ous lot at the head of Sixteenth street, built his log 
cabin and went on working and getting ahead. One 
morning he read that Jim Keene had failed, flat and 
sprawling. Remembering what Keene had done for 
him, he scratched $500 out of his bank account and 
sent it to Keene in a letter, in which he said: "I see 
you are in trouble and I am going to help you out." 


In due time came a letter from Keene, sending 


back the check and saying: "I have failed for $15,- 
000,000. The hole is too big for your check to fill. 
Thank you, all the same."

A Case of Deasy Justice 


room is much worse in its moral and legal aspects ! 
than the one for which the women and some of the 
clergy are demanding the recall of Judge Weller. It 
is an example of the old trick of slipping one over 
when nobody is looking, cave having been taken that 
nobody should be looking. 


An aggravated case of hoodlum assault was dis- 


missed because there was apparently no prosecution 
and no effort to have witnesses to the assault in at- 
tendance. There was no woman in the case, and it 
looked like an easv case to dispose of without pub- 
licity. It has all the earmarks with which every re- 
porter in the city is familiar. 


But the assault took place in the neighborhood of 


Mayor Rolph's home, and the gang who committed 
it are not unknown to the Mayor. His Honor stomied 
at Judge Deasy and the court officers in open court. 
He talked with the bark on, and plainly stated his 
belief that the case had been fixed in or out of court. 
Such cases cannot be fixed without the judge's tacit 
consent. He must close his eyes to proceedings, 
which should warn him that justice was being blind- 
folded and outraged in her own temple. 


There was no job in the case for which Weller is 


being called to account. Weller reduced a man's bail 
from $3000 to $1000 to oblige an attorney who was 
his friend and in whom he had the utmost confi- 
dence. This friend gave Weller his word of honor 
that the defendant would be on hand to stand trial. 
Weller never intended that he should escape jus- 
tice, nor do I think the attorney had any idea his 
client would run away. 


But he did, and as the charge against him was 


criminally assaulting a young woman, the incident 
has raised a terrible row. While the hue and cry 
against Weller is at its height, the ancient device of 
keeping witnesses out of court while the cases 
against scoundrels are being dismissed is being 
worked at the old stand in the same old way. It is 
a device as old as the San Francisco police coui't, and 
was worked overtime when John N. E. Wilson was 
District Attorney and James Lawler police judge. 


Only Mayor Rolph's bawl-out would have drawn 


special attention to it in this instance. Judge Deasy 
is a product of the graft crusade, and has been pos- 
ing as the only honest man on the police bench. His 
backers are loudest in denouncing Weller, and here 
we find him in the muck, excusing himself on the 
ground that he has no eyes to see nor ears to hear. 


Yet nobody proposes to recall Deasy. He is a good 


man who made a mistake. And that is about as far 
as the reform of the police bench will go. Putting 
Weller off and keeping Deasy on is simply making 
flesh of one man and fish of another, without inter- 
fering with the old stinking business which has 
been conducted for two generations under the police 
court system of San Francisco.

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An Exceptionally Favorable Rainy Season. 


The rainy season of 1912-13 is half gone. The rainfall has not 


been, by any means the heaviest we have known in California, 
but in an experience covering nearly half a century, it has been 
the most opportune in its precipitation. When it has rained dur- 
ing this season, it has happened at the time -when it was most 
needed and could do the most good for the general farming and 
horticultural interests of the State. And there can be no deny- 
ing the fact that after all is said and done on the subject, Cali- 
fornia's real prosperity depends on the success of its agricultural 
and pomological industries. Experience has taught us this in- 
disputable fact that when the farmer, the cattleman, the fruit- 
grower and the vineyardist has a seasonable setback, either 
through flood or drought, or untimely rainfall, or any other un- 
favorable condition affecting these interests, every other indus- 
try and business interest in the State suffers proportionately, for 
all are dependent on the conditions, in a very direct sense, which 
make the best or the poorest results for the tiller of the soil. 


The meteorological conditions this winter season have been 


exceptionally favorable on the whole for the general interests of 
the State. Even the January unusual cold snap which- did so £mch 
damage to the crops of the citrus-growers of Southern Califor- 
nia was not a calamity. In all probability it will prove to have 
bfien a great blessing in disguise. I£ it destroyed a large percent- 
age of the season's citrus crop, it was also undoubtedly fatal to 
those pests which threatened the shortening of the productive 
capacity of the orange groves and gives them a new and prolonged 
life and greater future productivity which will amply compensate 
for the season's shortage in the crop. That is the silver-lining to 
the dark cloud. 


The present rainstorm has, like all others preceding it this 


season, come at the opportune time when the tiller of the soil- 
most needed it. The whole State has been drenched, according to 
telegraphic reports. The whole State will, therefore, be the ben- 
eficiary. All previous losses occasioned through a freak of nature 
'unprecedented in the history of the State will be amply compen- 
sated. We have no just cause, therefore, for complaint, £or we 
are facing, apparently, a harvest season in this State of incom- 
parable prosperity/ as the direct result of timely rainstorms 
fructifying the -soil and the crops planted therein when they 
needed their beneficent influence .and in such a volume that prac- 
tically nothing they have deposited' has gone to waste. 


Upon the murder of a game warden a vast edifice of conjec-

APPEAL COURT GIVES 


CRIPPLEDJAN VERDICT 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 8—Tho United 


States Court of Appeals upheld the fed- 
eral Jury in Seattle that awarded $4262 to 
EH Melovlch, a young Slav, whose arm 
was torn oft by a concrete mixer. On 
the flrst trial Melovlch was given a ver- 
dict of $12,000. which was set aside by 
former Federal Judge Hanford as ex- 
cessive and on the ground that he had 
Inadvertently Inserted the word "any" In 
his charge to the jury.

"Certainly the power of a motor—or 


in other words, the work a motor will 
do—Is one of tha most important things 
a man buys with hi* car. A motor with- 
out sufficient power is practically worth- 
leas. A motor with too much power is 
expensive to maintain, hard on tires 
uselessly extravagant. 


"The purchaser of a car, then, should 


take Into consideration the use to which 
ho expects to put the car, the character 


< 
of tho country in which it is to be driven. 
No man would buy a roadster for 
a 


family pleasure car, or a limousine for 
rross-country touring. 
No man should 


buy a car either overpowered or under- 
powered for the purpose for which he 
wants a car. 


"The method of measuring power in this 


country Is not standardized 
Nearly every 


manufacturer has his own sjstem of com- 
puting horsepon er, and horsepower rat- 
Ings are extremely vague 
It seems to 


me that every purchaser of a car should 
Irnow. first, that there Is only one way 
definitely to measure one horsepower— 
that Is, by lifting 33,000 pounds one foot 
per minute. 
One horsepower in an en- 


gins is the capability of flomg the •work 
equal to lifting 33,000 pounds one foot 
par minute. 


"It Is evident, therefore, that the faster 


a man or an engine or a piece of machin- 
ery works, the more power It develops. 


"This is particularly true of the high- 


speed gas engine. An engine developing 
a certain horsepower at 300 revolutions 
per mlnuto will develop very much more 
at^lOOO revolutions per minute, and still 
more at 1500 revolutions per minute. If 
properly designed Its horsepower develop- 
ment will be still greater at higher speeds. 
The purchaser of a car, therefore, should 
know something about how horsepower is 
lated so that he may know -whether he 
Is getting the power needed for the work 
his car is to do. 


* 
"Chalmers motors aro rated at what 
f 
Is known as 1000 feet piston speed. That 
is, if the stroke of the engine be 6 inches, 
the total travel per revolution Ts 12 inches 
or one foot; and at 100 feet piston speed 
that engine would be making 1000 revolu- 
tions per minute. This has been deter- 
mined by automobile engineers all over 
the world as the average speed at which 
an automobile engine travels. No matter 
what the bore and stroke may be in ordi- 
nary circumstances the piston in any one 
cylinder -Bill average 1000 feet per minute. 
It is important, therefore, In buying a 
motor to-know at what engine speed the 
rating is determined. 
A motor which 


is rated at 40 horsepower may have a 
temaller bore and stroke than another mo- 
, tor which is rated at only 35 horsepower. 
"• Both of these ratings may be absolutely 
(> true. The point is that the motor with 


the smaller bore and stroke, rated at 40 
horsepower, must probably travel 1500, 
1600 or even 1800 revolutions per min- 
ute to develop 40 horsepower. Obviously, 
thlb \tould mean an excessive speed. At 
the average speed that same motor might 
possibly develop only 30 horsepower.

power rating, expecting that he was get- 
ting a 40-hor?«power car, ho would find 


i Sv.his car perhaps practically useless if it

developed only 30 horsepower. 


"Such ratings, too, are obviously un- 


fair to those who try to give their horse- 
power ratings at the average motor speed, 
which Is 1000 feet piston travel per min- 
ute."Most people who purchase a car pay 
little or no attention to horsepower rat- 
Ings, because the subject of horsepower 
is rather too technical. It Is important, 
however, and well worth any automobile 
owner's .study."

operate under licenses Issued by the 
Secretary of State and will occupy the 
high professional plane of the lawyers, 
bankers and physicians of this and other 
communities, if a bill introduced in both 
houses of the California Legislature with- 
in the past fortnight, becomes a law. 
The measure was formulated by the Cali- 
fornia state Realty Federation and has 
the earnest backing of that oi'ganization. 


Ths bill is entitled, "An act requiring 


every person to procure a certificate of 
registration from the Secretary of State 


engaging in the leal estate busi- 


ness, as broker, agent, salesman or deal- 
er, regulating the manner of issuing and 
revoking such certificates of registration; 
and providing penalty for a violation of 
the provisions of the act." 


"Almost every business or profession 


Is licensed," 
declares George N. Black, 


president of the State Realty Federation 
"The doctor, the minister even the hack 
driver, has to have a license, but any- 
body can dabble in real estate under the 
present system. The so-called curbstone 
operators pay no office rent, do no ad- 
vertising, do nothing; to support the cm- 
nrantty ana yet pro;- on tho business or 
legitimate 'dealer^" , 


"When the crubstoner 
puts over a 


shady transaction, all the dealers suffer 
for it. Should he be guilty of crooked- 
ne*s, too, there Is no recourse as in the 
case of a man whose business represents 
a real Investment of some sort. Tho fly- 
up- the-oreek real estate, peddler Is us- 
ually judgment-proof and & olvil action 
against him Is ordinarily worse than use- 
less. 
As legitimate realty brokers, we 


want to give more protection to the in- 
vestment public and totprotect our pro- 
fession from the odium ..brought upon 
It by the unprincipled dabblers.

that the real estate business were given 
thla demanded dignity. •?

cup which it won from America in 1SS6, 
and successfully defended until 1909. 
when Harry Payne Whitney took a team 
to Hurltngham and shocked the British 
by defeating the flower of British polo- 
lats 
Even the staid London dallies aro 
running long articles, inferring In the 
s.-areheacls to England's bright prospects 
lor success, now that the Duke> of West- 
minster has taken chaige of the situa- 
tion, and consented to lead the challeng- 
ers, and Ilnance the undertaking. 


Incidentally, a tribute is paid to -Harry 
Payne Whitney when. In commenting on 
the acquisition of the duke, It is stated: 
"We had hardly dared to hopo to find 
within our midst a rich polo player who 
would ji.atru the remarkable enthusiasm, 
energy, and patriotism of Mr. 
H. 
p. 
Whitnev." This in itself is a sure Indi- 
cation that the Englishmen realize what 
a difficult task they lia\e set for them- 
selves to recapture tlie famous trophy, 
for Harry Payne Whitney Is again at the 
head of the defenders, and

HOW TO PLANT. 


California Fertile 
Field for Flowers 
and Vegetables 


A 
concise 
calendar 
of 
operations 


throughout the year, especially adapted 
for California. 
Owing to the diversified 


character of our climate, one should use 
In connection with this simple planting- 


table a large amount of discretion and 
much application of common sense: 


JANUARY. 


Flower Garden—The planting of hya- 


cinths, tulips, narcissi, etc., should be 
completed this month. 
Hardy annuals 


may be sown out-of-doors; pansies, pop- 
ples, sweet peas, forget-me-not and mig- 
nonette seed. 


Vegetable- Garden—For main crop sow 


carrot, chicory and parsnip. Cucumbers, 
ess-plant, melons, Tappers, squashes and 
tomatoes may be sown under glass for 
after-planting. 
Stick and hill up peas 


and other crops requiring it, and attend 
strictly to cleanliness. 


FEBRUARY. 


Flowar Garden—Finish planting lilies, 


anemones 
and 
ranunculi. 
Commenca 


planting gladioli bulbs 
for 
succession. 


Sow hardy annuals out-of-doors espe- 
cially sweet peas and half-hardy annuals 
aa recommended for last- month. - 


Vegetable Garden—This and th'e next 


month will be the busiest of the year in 
this department as nearly all crops may 
be sown in these two months. Attend 
to weeding and hilling up. 
Thin out 


turnips, carrots and other root crops re- 
quiring it. 


MARCH. 


Flower Garden—Continue planting gla- 


dioli bulbs for succession. All hardy and 1 shoots of cucumbers, melons, squash, etc., 
half-hardy annuals may be sown in the as soon as they commence flowering. Sow 
open ground this month, 
for 
summer vegetable seeds for succession and keep 


blooming sow pansy seed before the end 
of March. 


Vegetable Garden—Nearly all vegetable 


seeds may be sown this month. If the 
spring is not late and cold. Hill up rows, 
keep down Insects, slugs and vermin, 
and attend strictly to cleanliness.

Concrete Struoture to Be Built 


on Site of Old Iron 


Stack. 


MAKTTNEZ, Feb. E. — The greatest 
concrete chimney In Contra Costa county 
and probably the largest on the coast is 
to be erected in Martinez by the Moun- 
tain Copper company at 
Point 
Lewis 
where the mammoth smelting plant of 
the above firm is located. 
The great concrete chimney will be 225 
feet in height above 
the 
foundation, 
which will be 76' feet above sea level 
maldng a total height of the stack above 
sea level 300 feet.

T The first sewing machine was in- 


vented by Thomas Saint, an English- 
man who -secured a patent on it in 
England, July 17, 1790. 
This ma- 


chine -was made of -wood, but resem- 
bled the present successful machines 
in having- an overhang-Ing arm, verti- 
cal needle, 
continuous thread 
and 


automatic feed. Instead of having- an 
eye in the needle for the thread to 
pass through It had a notch, and a 
hole was punched by an awl for the 
thread ,to pass through. There is no 
record of this machine's being adopted 
for use. 


In 1S30 a Frenchman.^produced a 


successful machine which was patent- 
ed both in Prance and the United 


"Sprates.' 
So successful was this ma- 


#uiine that it was used for a while, in- 
iilaking clothing for.the French army, 
but was destroyed oy an ignorant mob 
who feared that it would throw many 
tailors out of employment. 


The;'modern sewing machine Is es- 


sentially- an -American product and to 
Ellas Howe the chief credit is due, 
although several of his countrymen 
brought It to Its present state of per- 


. (ection. , . 


NOUGHT OF INVENTION. 


•'There Is no evidence that Howe 
Knew that such a thing as a sewing 
machine had ever been invented when 
he started out to- produce one. 
It 


must "be remembered that in his early 
life 
comparatively 
few 
magazines, 


newspapers and books were printed 
and very few of these were available 
to a poor young man. 
, 


Ari Davis had a shop In Boston for 


the manufacture and repair of nauti- 
cal and philosophical instruments. Be- 
ing an 'ingenious mechanic and suc- 
cessful inventor he had acquired a 
local. fame that brought inventors to 
his establishment to consult him about 
their difficulties. ' 


One day In 1839 two men came into 


his shop to ask his advice about a 
Knitting machine which they could 
not make work.

his father was both farmer and miller.

The father could give his children 


but the rudiments of an education and 
his son Elin.3 aet out to earn his own 
living at th^ age of IB. 
When -Ellas 


was 21, although a journeyman ma- 
chanist and earning but $9 a week, 
he married and set up housekeeping. 
Soon he had three little ones to clothe 
and feed, besides himself and wife. 


His scanty wages could hardly meet 


his expenses even with the greatest 
economy. All the while he kept think- 
ing over what his employer had said 
—that, a sewing- machine could be 
made—and that the reply had been 
"that such a machine would win for 
the inventor an independent 
fortune. 


The sailing chains of poverty caused 


him to try to carry out this ever-pres- 
ent thought. But not until after five 
long years of 
experimenting, 
aided 


financially by George Fisher, an old 
schoolmate with whom he had formed 
a partnership, did he produce a prac- 
tical sewing machine. 
This he pat- 


ented September 10, 1846; 


Howe tried to Introduce his machine 


into Boston, where he demonstrated 
its merits by sewing seams of garments 
gratuitously for several weeks, but all 
of the tailors were opposed to labor 
saving machines and no one would 
purchase them. 


Ellas Howe had a brother' named 


Amasa. who was sent to England with 
a machine, through the aid of their 
father. 


The machine taken was sold to a 


London manufacturer for 250 pounds, 
•a-lth the right to use as many others 
in his business as he desired. 


IS OFFERED A MTTAXCE. 


On the brother's return, the manu- 


facturer offered the inventor 3 pounds 
a week ana all of the. expenses of him- 
self and family if he would come to 
London and adapt the machine to the 
work of sewing corsets. 


Elias Howe accepted the offer and 


sailed for London with his family, ac- 
companied by his 
brother 
Amasa. 


Alter eight months' labor the inventor 
succeeded, in adapting the machine to 
the required purpose. A year later his 
employer discharged him. 
He now 


proceeded to construct another ma- 
chine, but his funds running low, he 
concluded to send his family homo 
while he -was able, trusting to the new 
machine -when completed to furnish 
funds, to pay back borrowed money 
and for passage'on a later vessel. 


The- new machine was finished 
in 


about four months.but when he tried 
to sell it, the highest price offered was 
four pounds, which at length he was 
compelled to accept. 


To pay his debts and passage home 


he was obliged to pawn his first pre- 
cious machine and letters patent. 


After a two years'- absence, Howo 


landed in New York -with but half a 
crown in his pocket to find that the 
sewing machine had become famous 
and that parties were using his pat- 
ented rights coupled with Improve- 
ments in manufacturing machines. 


Halsing money by the aid of friends 


he sued the parties for Infringement 
and after long and costly suits suc- 
ceeded' in establishing his rights and 
compelling all manufacturers of sew- 
ing machines to pay him royalties. 


During the life of his patent, it Is 


estimated that he received $2,000,000. 


The essentials of Howe's machine 


were a needle having an eye near the 
point, and vibrating horizontally In the 
direction of. its length with a shuttle 
also vibrating horizontally, forming- a. 
lock stitch with two threads, the stitch 
being exactly the same on both sides 
of the cloth. 


This was essentially the lock stitch 


of the more recent machines. To meet 
the 'required conditions the cloth had 
to be held vertically. This machine, 
like all of the first American ones, was 
operated -with a crank turned by hand.
